In a pew quarterly magazine entitled The 

East and the West, issued by the Society for 

the Propagation: of the Gospel, appears an 
interesting article by Dr. Awopny, the 

Bishep of South Tokyo, on “Some Weak 

Points in the Japanese Character.” It 

consists mainly in an attempt to explain the 

, low state of “commercial morality which 
admittedly prevails in Japan, “Tf we were 
“culled upon to do business with the 
“Chinese,” ‘the Bishop says, ‘wo should 
“place complete reliance in them ; but if 
“with the J apanese we should watch them |: 
“ most carefully at overy turn.” Dr, Awbry, 
in the first place, accounts for the difference 
by saying that in Chira the merchantiis 
respected ‘and self-respecting, while in 
Japan all the best elements of the national 
culture and ideals are associated with the 
* ynilitary class, and trade and the handling of 
money. are accounted degrading. This in 
itself would be avery inadequate explans- 
tion. Mr. Crement F. R. Atnen, formerly 
H.B.M’s Consul at Foochow, who con- 
tributes an article in the same number of 
the magazine on “ China’s Needs” ‘inciden- 
tally expresses the opiuion that Chinese 
commercial morality is explained by the 
fact, that they have learnt the lesson that: 
honesty is the best policy, and he adds 
that it is at. least doubtful whether: they 
are actuated “by any “higher - motive. 
While Mr. Axuen . justly | says of- the 
Chinese that they: will keep te. the: terms 


of -a time bargain, and that. a merchany |’ 


' will account for. évory’ penny éntrusted 
‘to shim, 


Dr. Awoey. tells “his ‘readera’ 5 


“that the Japanese fail miserably in the | 
matter of keeping their word in contracts.” 

Why tho difference? The Bishop does not 
attempt to, ‘furnish any further information 
on this point than that, we have quoted 


above, but he discusses at some length the} 


historical causes of the “defect in the 
Japanese code which wer call commercial 
immorality,’ and comes to the conclusion 
that it is “negative rather than positive, 


‘non-moral rather thno immoral, o deficiency. 


rather’ than a substantive point in their 
character.” There is a great deal to bo said 
for the Biehop’s view of the subject, but it 
is safe to say that’ it will not be entirely 
endorsed by the foreign merchants in Japan 
‘who suffer by reason of the “ defect ” which 
they profer to regard a6 immoral rither 
than non-moral. The arguments uded are 
not wholly fre from inconsistency. When 
on tho abolition of Feudalism in Japan 
forty years ago the wnilitary, “which was 
the most cultured and honourable class” 
were paid off: and sdvised to use their 


moncy t good account, they soon lost. 


their money and took to the army, the 
police, public offices of various Kinds 
even jinricksha-drawing, but not to trade, 


“| uaye the Bishop, “ and trade was left chiefly 


to those who did nut belong to the honour- 
able class, for with few exceptions they only 
could succeed in it.” Two inferences may 
be drawn from thig stutement, evz., either 
that this class. was a dishonourable class in 
the usual acceptation of the term, or else 
that they only could sucesed because’ they 
were’ already experienced in commercial 
dealings. “It is probably the latter view 
which the Bishop wishes to convey, as 
he writes not without adwiration of the 
“‘wutuel consideration which was never 
absent. from their contracts”. Wefore “in. 
ternational commerce came to demoralise 
their dealings "—demoralise them, that is 
by the elimination of the system of mutual 
consideration which, according to the Bishop, 
is impossible in large and complicated 
engagements .and doubly impracaticable in 
international commerce, : 
Be thut as it may, after forty years of 
international trading, one would suppose 
thit the Japanese people would have 
generally recognised the immorality of the 
breaking of contracts and have saved them- 
selves fromthe reproach that such articles 
as the Bishop’y must necessarily cast 
upon them. We. question whether any 
of the Jupanese Chambers of Commerce 
would offer a similar defence of the evils, 
which the leading men inthe Japunese 
commercial world fully recognise and, to 
their credit be it said, are striving to correct.

Smith, formorly Attornoy- 
Genoral of Hawaii, left Honolulu last month to 
spend a few weeks at Washinglon enlightening 
Congress on two matters of importanco that 
are expected to become the subject of Con- 
gressional legislution, “Qne of the matters is 
the recommendation of the Senate sub-com- 
mitteo on Pacific Islands that o national leper 
colony be established on tho island of: Molokai, 
and the other is tho recommendation of the 
same committey that the land Juws of the 
United States. be extended to the Territory 
of Hawaii. . , 

“The proposition to make Molokai a national 
Joper colony has aroused o vast deal of bitter 
feoling and indignation among the people of 
Hawaii,” ssid Mr. Smith, when’ sabjocted to 
the inovitable interview at San Francisoo.

While Molokai 
might be an ideal place fora leper colony, it

On the contivent 
of America we have ‘te>d.s Innd frontior of 
some 3,000 miles, adjocing one of the greatest 
Powers in the world, But thore again we hava 
no political ambitions that will be likely to 
bring usinto conflict with the United States, no 
causes of frictiox. that diplomacy and national 
good feeling could not dispose of. Nor is there 
any indication that the United States cherish 
aggressive designs against Cunada, ‘Thera 
remain the two continents of Africa and Agia. 
There wo hold enormous territories on the 
mainlond, inhobited by races whose obedience to | 
our rule is in the last resort only determined by 
our military superiority, extended frontiors 
exposed to the attacks of hardy savage tribes, 
and, in the case of India, to the advance of one 
of the greatest military empires in the world. 
Qniside of our actual possessions we have in 
those regions © vast complex of political and 
commercial interest, which moy atany moment 
bring us into conflict with one or more of 
the great. European Poweis. South Africa, 
Bastern and North-Eastern Africa—including 
Egypt. and Abyssinia~Arabis, Mesopotamia, 
Persis, Afghanistan, India, Indo-China, China, 
Siberia—that list covers almost the whole of, 
the countries in which in any conceivable 
circumstances we may be called upon to conduct 
large operasions ou land, They form the eastern 
or south-eastern face of the Old World, Else. 
where we only. bave couling stations which it is 
necessary to garrison with a small force, and 
Centra! and West African. possessions kept in 
order by troops locally raised. Tho logical 
corollary from this definition of our military 

ition is that our striking arm, the Imperial 
Regular Army, should face towards that 
military front and bo conccatratod at points as 
near as possible to it, and not kept in those 
parts of the Empire whose defence is already 
suffeiently provided by the Navy, or whenco 
tho striking arm cannot be quickly brought 
into service for offensive purposes, .A consider- 
able portion of our Army and a still larger 
pative force are already permanently stationed

Tho writer then pr ceoda to discuss the 
military system which is atthe present tine 
esteblished, ond declares that tho Cardwell 
systero, which was based cn the fundamental 
supposition that there should always be the same 
number of regular troops in the United King- 
dow as in the rest of the Empire, cannot now 
regardoed{as other than utterly unsound. Thirty 
ears BEO-we were tigre the only Power 
in the oceanic world; the scramble for Africa 
bad not been thought of. Russia had not yot 
reached Merv, still less Penjdeh or Port Arthur. 
There was no British occupation of Hgypt, no 
Porsian question, no Siamese question, and, last 
-of all, no Chinere question. Var army abroad 
was regarded not so much as a striking force, 
ready to carry out our policy in those regions 
where the Navy could not act, bat as a garrison 
to held India and one or two othor points 
considered of importance. Practically speak- 
ing, the defence of England and the’ moin- 
tonanco of our bold on India were the onl 
points to which the Cardwellisn syatom looked, 
For mavy years past, long before the strain 
of the South African war dislocated it from 
top to bottom, the Cardwellian system was 
growing more and more unworkable.
